Modern Inventions have rob b ed w a r ­ 
fa re of much of Its romance and the 
soldier of much of his old time pletur 
esq ueness. 
Although the powderhorn 
ns nn implement of w ar disappeared 
long b efore the magazine gun of today 
was dream ed of, it w asn ’t so very long 
ago, as a matter of fact, that men 
were carrying powderhorns. 
Some of 
the soldiers In the Mexican war, for 
example, used them. 
T he 
powderhorns 
carried 
b y 
t Ik* 
fighters In the early days of this coun­ 
try were often of comparatively sim­ 
ple work mat is hi p. hut they were cher 
lshod and handed down from father 
to son 
and 
from 
friend 
to friend. 
Strange to say, though cherished In 
this manner, collectors have had a 
very hard time In locating any great 
n um b er of the powder-horns used in 
this country, and (Ids in spite of the 
large numb ers n i*d in the seventeenth 
and eighteenth centuries. 
In the French and Indian war flu* 
English an d Americans carried 10,000 
powderhorns, it has I » eon estimated, 
to say nothing of the numb er carried 
b y t hos e on the French side. 
In the 
Revolution there wore, according to 
the b est estimates, ab out lO.ooo po\v- 
derhorns 
In 
use 
in 
the 
American 
arm y without counting those on the 
British side. The European troops had 
long discarded them, of course, hut 
their colonial 
allies 
naturally 
were 
eq uipped with them. 
A few ye ars ago Isa/m J. Greenwood 
presented to til« New York Historical 
society a collection of wafer color pic­ 
tures of powderhorns lie had found 
still in existence. 
Although the search was prosecuted 
with great diligence, the num b er of pow­ 
derhorns actually located and sketched 
was not much more tha n 4« >0, showing 
how q uickly the horns have I men dis­ 
appearing. 
I ’owtkThorns are supposed to have 
come into use almost simultaneously 
with the invention of gunpowder 
A 
w a y had to Ik* n s ua t’to carry the pow 
der and keep it dry. an d men q uickly 
found that there wasn't anything b et- 
ter or cheaper in mediaeval times for 
this purpose than the horns of ntt nni 
m a t 
They were in general use In the six­ 
teenth century and were b rought to 
this country b y tin* first settlors. The 
oldest horn whose picture appears in 
the collection wn 
found near Schenec­ 
tady. N Y.. and I » ears the d ite of 10K3 
It was gUm*rally the horns of their 
own cattle that the fa rm er lighters of 
America used. The loss of a horn in 
nowise impaired ih* usefulness of tin* 
animal, 
and 
b ulls 
freq uently 
were 
called upon to make the sacrifice, Hindi 
horns 
were 
easily t ob tained 
ami 
wouldn't rust and could b e curried in 
the rain and through st re am s without 
the powder in them getting wot. 
They were always worn under the 
left arm h\ a strap that went over the 
right shoulder, the curve in tin* horn 
conforming to the shape of the 
Ik sty 
and serving to keep it out; of the way 
of the wearer. There was a stopple In 
the « mall end. and without b eing un- 
slung the powder could in* poured Into 
the right hand and t!s» fo*e Into I la* gun. 
Boiled, scraped and elewned and col­ 
ored with an m ange or yellow dye, 
which was the way most of the pow- 
derhnrna 
were

lent 
themselves more readily to ornaments-

lug friends It» t he days when |*owdef- 
horns were in general use Instead of 
presenting a hero with an engraved 
sw ord pave him a finely decorated 
powderhorn. 
Sometimes the horns were made to 
order and the engraving done b y pro­ 
fessionals, Many of these horns were 
b eautifully colored, the most itopular 
shade b eing a sort of orange tint 
Perhaps the most remarkab le e xa m ­ 
ples of the engraving are to ho seen 
on the geographical hot us whose pic­ 
tures appear in file Greenwood collec­ 
tion. 
These ge< graphic« ! horns took 
the place of pocket maps for the early 
pioneers. 
They were tin* work of pro 
fessiomtl engravers in places like New 
York and Boston. 
Some of the horns in flu* collection 
contain pnrottenlly complete maps of 
the old trails and waterways 
One of 
the b est of these b ears the date of 
170? and show s New York with its 
harb or filled with ships and New York 
state as f; r as Lake Champlain and 
Ontario 
The Hudson valley, wit!» its 
setflenient*, appears on most of the 
geographical 
horns discovered. 
One 
¿torn show* the country b etween Ell» - 
pb etlrtown a nd Pittsb urg, each tittle 
settlement b eing carefully noted. 
The horns thus tided a doub le pur­ 
pose, supplying the traveler with a 
m ap and currying his fwnvder for him 
One of the b est specimens in r|M» col­ 
lection shows Havana, as well as the 
trail from Alb any to Oswego. 
It is 
b elieved to have b een owned b y a sol­ 
dier in the English arm y which cap 
tured the f itb ati city and who later 
e e r c-1 in the colonies, — Washington
